A YEAR AGO ROSTOW unveiled a new 
theory of economic growth, in a series. 
of lectures at Cambridgé University in 
England, which the Economist of London 
called “‘one of the most stimulating contri- 
butions: made to economic and political 
thought since the war.” Later, Rostow 
gave a briefer version of his presentation 
to the Russian Organization of Interna- 
tional Studies in Moscow. 


One of the conclusions reached by Ros- 
tow is that the present domination of the 
world scene by the United States and 
Russia is a transient phenomenon. With- 
in a few years he believes, other nations 
will share world power with the two giants 
and will collectively exercise a predomi- 
nance of power. This diffusion of power, 
Rostow points out, already is going on. 

Meanwhile, he believes the United 
States and Russia have a short time in 
which to influence the terms under which 
the other nations of the world achieve 
great power, and much depends on how 
this time is used, The history of nations 
achieving new power in general is a his- 
- tory of disastrous wars, Rostow points 
out. To avoid a repetition of such wars in 

a nuclear age is a condition for the sur- 

vival of civilizations, he says. 

Rostow does not insist that the United 
States and Russia should end their com- 
petition on the level of ideas. He does hold

out the possibility that for the arms race 
might be substituted an effort to assist the 
less developed nations of the world to 
achieve economic advancement under cir- 
cumstances that would not menace the 
peace of the world.

ROSTOW DOES not pretend to know 
whether Russia will choose such a course, 
but if it does, he sees the Khrushchev visit 
as a notable first step. 

If Rostow is the most optimistic of the 
academic experts in his view of the 
Khrushchev visit, Brzezinski is the least. 
The invitation to Khrushchev, he believes, 
came at the wrong time, on the wrong is- 
sue—Germany.

Outlook Is Ominous Unless 


Major Powers Can Agree to 


Cessation of 


Atomic Test: 


Increase in Membership of ‘Nuclear Club’ Likely 
if Geneva Talks Fail, With Greater Prospects for 
Suicidal Warfare by Accident or Design—China 
to Want Atomic Arms if France Attains Them.

THE DATE OF OCT. 27 is ringed on some official calendars as th: 


beginning of the first trial of the new 


atmosphere. It is a trial that may 


well determine whether the Khrushchev-Eisenhower talks marked thc 
start of a long period of hopeful negotiation or were merely a brief exer- 


cise in good will. 

On that date the three nuclear powers, 
Britain, the Soviet Union and the United 
States will resume in Geneva efforts to 
agree on a permanent suspension of nu- 
clear tests under a system of thorough in- 
spection and control. During the year that 
the talks have gone on, all three have vol- 
untarily suspended their tests and the 
United States announced that this volun- 
tary bar would continue until the end of 
the year, 


But if the three do not agree, the pro- 
spect is ominous, to say the least. It is 
not merely that this will seem to signal 
the futility of all disarmament negotiation 
based on control and inspection. The like- 
lihood is that the nuclear club will be en- 
larged until atomic weapons are so widely 
dispersed that a nuclear war, whether by 
accident or design, becomes inevitable. 


Sober, serious men who have devoted 
many months to the negotiation of this 
incredibly difficult issue see it as a kind 
of now-or-never choice. They may be par- 
doned if at times they hear the ticking of 
a bomb that they feel must somehow be 
de-fused. 


THE FRENCH ARE readying their first 
test of an atomic device at their proving 
ground in the Sahara. This probably will 
not come before the United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly adjourns late in December. 
To. set off the device now, despite the run- 
ning fire of criticism from the African na- 
tions delivered in Assembly speeches, 
would be to aggravate the question of Al- 
gerian independence. 


But if the French device (it is said to 
be so primitive and so large that no 
plane can carry it) is set off before an 
agreement is reached, the fat will be in 
the fire. That would mean an almost 
irresistible pressure on Moscow to give 
the Chinese Communists the means to det- 
onate an atomic device which they could 
claim as their own. It would be a ques- 
tion of the prestige of the Communist 
bloc as against the Western bloc. 


Those masterminding the negotiations be- 
lieve that if an agreement has been signed 
by the three members of the nuclear club, 
the French test will not matter too much. 
The treaty tentatively agreed to at Geneva 
includes a schedule under which key na- 
tions will at fixed times become signatories 
and agree to the bar on tests. This would 
cover France and China. The treaty would 
remain in force so long as the schedule 
was observed. 


Within the Administration in Washington, 
the conflict still goes on over whether all 
tests, including underground tests, should 
be included in a permanent suspension or 
whether the bar should be confined to 
atmospheric tests directly polluting the at- 
mosphere. Opponents of the underground 
bar argue that no matter how strict the 
control and inspection system, the Soviets 
will be able to cheat and thereby improve 
their nuclear weapons.

The Russians say “ a few” inspec- 
tions, Americans in the extreme position 
say at least 350 a year. 

Somewhere between these extremes a 
compromise — based on scientific data 
rather than on arbitrary political decision— 
must be reached. The Senate would never 
ratify a treaty that did not include scien- 
tific backing for a control and inspection 
system. Thus far, the Soviets have refused 
to consider the data, but a change is pos- 
sible. 

There are signs that some Senators 
would like to avoid having to vote yes or 

no on such a treaty and they are, there- 
fore, quietly trying to prevent agreement. 


BRHIND THE DIFFICULTY in reachine 
agreement on the limitation of the ultimate 
weapons are the old, fierce national riva)- 
ries. Just as one Stone Age tribe must have 
argued that it had to have stone war axes 
if the other tribe had them, so today na- 
tions contend that for their prestige as well 
as their security they must possess atomic 
weapons. 

France is a striking illustration. Ever 
since their defeat by the Germans in 1940. 
the French have suffered from a sense of 
national humiliation and neglect. One of 
Premier Charles de Gaulle’s objectives is 
to restore national pride and the grandeur 
of the France of the great kings and Na- 
poleon. While the French nuclear project 
was started long before De Gaulle, he has 
given it a high priority under the powerful 
direction of Jacques Soustelle. 

The French have informed the United 

States that they intend to go through with 

the development of the whole range of 

nuclear weapons, including presumably 

the hydrogen bomb. While this means a 

fantastic expenditure of national re- 

sources, they can perhaps afford to do it. 

Unless they can be persuaded to join in 

a test bar, it means also a long series of 

tests, many of them in the atmosphere. 

If the British can do this, the French 
argue, why can’t we? Britain detonated a 


hydrogen bomb on the Woomera range in - 


Australia two years ago. It has not seemed, 


however, to enhance Britain’s position in 
the world noticeably. The British have said 
that they will rely on this country for nu- 


clear warheads. 


THE ATMOSPHERE of national jealousy 
and suspicion breeds rumors about the com-. 
petition for nuclear weapons. One rumor is 
that France has had the active co-operation 
of Israeli scientists in developing an atomic 
weapon. When, therefore, the French have 
successfully exploded their device, Israel 
will have high priority in getting French 


help to develop its own bomb. 

This will in turn inspire President 
Gamal Abdel Nasser to seek similar as- 
sistance from the Soviet Union. As the 
sole possessor of this weapon in the Mid- 
dle East, Israel would dominate the area. 
The thought of Nasser having atomic 
bombs gives sober statesmen the shud- 
ders. 


There is apparently little or no substance 
for this rumor; Israeli diplomats here say 
that France and Israel have co-operated on 
the production of low-grade uranium ore 
and on the developmert of heavy water 
from the isotope of hydrogen. But this has 
nothing to do with the French project for 
exploding an atomic device in the Sahara. 
It is highly unlikely that Israel, in the fore- 
seeable future, will have an atomic weapon.

NO CONSIDERATION of the art 
treasures of the world can be complete 
without reference to the almost unbeliev- 
able Russian collections. Begun by Tzar 
Peter the Great in the first half of the 
eighteenth century, Russia's collection of 
Western World art stands in the same 
rank as that of the Louvre, London’s 
National Gallery, the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum, or our own National Gallery. This 
is true of French painting; 
Russia’s collection is second only to that 
of the Louvre. 


The majority of Western World art in 
Russia is concentrated in the Pushkin 
Museum, Moscow, and the Hermitage 

So vast is the 
Hermitage collection, however, that no 
more than twenty per cent can be dis- 
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tone-row: an arrangement of the 12 notes 
in an order that the composer regards as 
Suitable for his purposes. The recurrence 
of the tone row, whether strictly or partly 
applied, -provides a thematic content that 
serves as core and subject matter for a 
work such as the Berg Violin Concerto. 
When this concerto was first performed 
in 1935 the English composer Constant 
Lambert called it “the most significant 
and beautiful piece of music written since 
the war,” meaning the First World War.

Public approval, however, 
could not rob the work of its distinctive- 
ness. In this and in other instances, the 
public was right even though instantane- 
ous acceptance has never been a trust- 
worthy evidence of merit in a new work. 

"L’Enfance du Christ” is an episodic 
treatment of the flight of the Holy Family 
into Egypt. The music is unfailingly ap- 
propriate to the subject in its spiritual 
quality. Parts of this oratorio have been 
performed before in St. Louis but the 
Symphony Orchestra will give it for the 
first time in its entirety. 

‘In addition to a freshness and variety 
in its programs the Symphony Society 
will also present a number of artists for 
the first time. These will include John 
Browning and Byron Janis, the young 
American pianists, Reding and Piette, the 
Belgian piano duo, Margaret Harshaw, 
the Metropolitan Opera soprano, Henryk

Classical Records 


JOHN WILLIAMS, a 20-year-old English guitarist who 
studied with Segovia, demonstrates his mastery of the instru- 
ment in a recording devoted to a transcription of a Bach suite 
and a number of small pieces. The Bach composition was writ- 
ten for unaccompanied ’cello. The arrangement by John Duarte 
places it in the key of A Major, a minor third below the original, 
and supplies a few additional and harmonizing notes to make 
the work more suitable for the guitar. 

Like his instructor Williams is successful in producing the 
effect of a legato line, with a succession of plucked notes, and 
in making the line expressive with delicate gradations of volume 
and a pulsating, rhythmic groundwork. The shorter works by 
Ponce, Albeniz, Villa-Lobos and Duarte require a greater vir- 
tuoso display including a few striking changes of tone color. 
(Washington Records, Monaural, one record.) 


EGON PETRI, the Dutch pianist, concerns himself with 
other Bach transcriptions in a recorded program of works 
adapted to the piano by Feruccio Busoni and Petri himself. 
These were mostly chorales: ‘Sheep May Safely Graze,” 
“Sleepers Awake,” “I Call Upon Thee,” and several others. 
One whole side is devoted to Busoni’s “Contrapunticus” a 
rather free treatment of sections from Bach’s “Art of the 
Fugue.” Petri is a solid performer who delineates the voices 
clearly, and satisfactorily communicates the emotional temper 
of each work. (Westminister, Monaural, one record.) 


GUSTAV MAHLER’S “Das Klagende Lied” is in the 
same category as “The Song of the Earth” in being a work 
for solo voices and orchestra, with a rich symphonic texture 
and continuity. The poem, by Mahler himself, tells of a wander- 
ing minstrel who finds a bone in the forest and makes it into 
a flute. The music from the flute summons the images of a 
king who has been murdered by his brother. This macabre 
ballad is of the kind that brings out the best in Mahler, though 
not the very best. For while the texture is typical in its Mahler- 
esque range of color, the lyrical passages are not as attrac- 
tive, melodically, as those of “Das Lied” or the “Songs of a 
Wayfarer.” Fritz Mahler, a cousin of the composer, makes a 
satisfactory presentation of the work with the Hartford Sym- 
phony Orchestra and Chorus and three excellent soloists: Mar- 
garet Hoswell, soprano, Lili Chookasian, contralto, and Rudolph 
Petrach, tenor. (Vanguard, Stereophonic, one record.) 

THE YOUNG AMERICAN PIANIST Gary Grafman 
gives a fine, flowing performance of Chopin’s Ballade in F 
Minor. In the other three ballades the narrative line is weaker 
and consequently the works as a whole are more episodic. It 
is possible that the piano tone is improperly sustained by the 
reproduction which would make a difference in the overall 
effect. Grafman also plays Chopin’s Andante Spianato and 
Grand Polonaise. (RCA-Victor, Monaural, one record.) 

THE TWO LISZT piano concertos are crisply presented 
by the young pianist Philippe Entremont in collaboration with the 
Philadelphia Orchestra under Eugene Ormandy. Entremont has 
the light touch and the needed facility for the composer’s deco- 
rative passages—though he sometimes fails to give full weight to 
a note at the end of a phrase. He also responds appropriately to 
the poetic sentiment of the music. Neither concerto, however, is 
a challenge to an artist’s depth of feeling. (Columbia, Stereo- 
phonic, one record.) 

A VOCAL ARTIST who will undoubtedly become 
known to a larger public than has heard him so far is the 
American counter-tenor Russell Oberlin. His voice has about 
the same range as a contralto but with more depth and variety 
of coloring than the pure-white texture of such counter-tenors 
as Alfred Deller. Moreover, in the Handel arias just recorded, 
he is arresting because of the artistic use he makes of his 
voice rather than because of its high range. The flexibility 
in bravura passages and the sensitivity to the emotional de- 
mands of the music as shown in his shading, are all appropri- 
ate in style. The record contains arias from ‘“‘Messiah,” “Israel 
in Egypt,” “Muzio Scevola,” ‘“‘Rodelinda” and ‘‘Radamisto.” 
Oberlin is expertly accompanied by the Baroque Chamber Or- 
chestra of New York, with Albert Fuller supplying the harp- 
sichord continuo. (Decca, Stereophonic, one record.)

American Revival in Prospect 


By EMILY GENAUER 


WITH THE PUBLIC for contemporary art larger than 
ever, with painting by artists of stature more costly than ever, 
and with popular taste growing so sophisticated that reproduc- 
tions of paintings are, more than ever being enjoyed in art 
books rather than framed on walls, one would think origina: 
prints—which are better than ever—would really come into 
their own. 

Only this hasn’t been the case at all. It’s precisely to effect 
this that the Whitney Museum, along with museums in Wash- 
ington, Boston, Philadelphia, Baltimore, San Francisco, Los 
Angeles and Cincinnati, have simultaneously opened identical 
exhibitions of recent and outstanding examples of printmaking: 
Called “American Prints Today,” and organized by the Print 
Council of America, the show consists of 62 etchings, engrav- 
ings, woodcuts, lithographs, and serigraphs done by 55 artists, 
including many of our top figures and available for from $20 
to $120. 

Now there was a time, up to about 20 years ago, when 

prints found a place’ in virtually every home of taste, some 
intellectual dimension and comfortable means. A Whistler etch- 
ing of Venetian canals, one of John Taylor Arms’ lacy cathedral 
facades, a Frank Benson view of flying ducks, a Scotch land- 
scape by McBey—these were almost, one might say, standard. 
They were intimate, beautifully executed and, in their quiet 
nostalgic way, highly satisfying. 
A LITTLE LATER came a great wave of interest in 
the first-rate etchings and lithographs of artists like John Sloan, 
John Steuart Curry, William Gropper, Benton Spruance, scores 
of others. They were hung in homes all over the country, pur- 
chasable, as I recall it, for as little as $10 out of widely dis- 
tributed mail-order catalogues. 

Since then, although printmaking has made extraordinary 
technical strides and engaged the attention of many of our most 
interesting, experimental and esteemed artists, the public de- 
mand for prints has remained relatively very small. 

Why? The answer is to be found partly infthe new Whitney 
show itself and partly in the whole climate Tor=ert as it has 
developed during the last decade, in the qualities which col- 
lectors prize today and indeed in our conditioned responses to 
our environment. 

For appreciating a fine print is, as it always was, an 
intimate experience. This is more so than ever as print tech- 
niques have grown more complicated and exploitation of tex- 
ture, light and line quality have increasingly engaged artists’ 
attention. One can’t enjoy a fine print on the run. It rarely has 
the idea appeal of a cartoon, never the billboard appeal of so 
much contemporary painting. It is relatively small in size, 
restrained in color. 


HUNG ON THE WALL, it doesn’t have the immediate 
dramatic, decorative impact of a large abstract painting, say. 
Its surfaces may be intricate, but they lack the physical rich- 
ness of thickly applied pigment. Most important is the element 
of snobbism. Collectors have been taught to value uniqueness 
—and fine prints can be made in editions as large as a hundred, 
although many artists keep theirs down to a dozen. 

The last reason is especially silly. There is, in truth, very 
little “uniqueness” to a great deal of the painting one sees 
around—for example, the acres of abstract-impressionist can- 
vases by young artists hung in most group exhibitions. It isn’t 
their “uniqueness,” really, which is prized but whatever expres- 
sive and formal qualities they may have and the fact that they 
come from the artist’s own hand. 

A first-class print can be an astonishing and intense con- 
centration of poetry on a small surface. The intricacies of the 
technical processes involved give the artist pause, preclude the 
projection of undigested impulse and raw sensation. One must 
go carefully, in creating a print, look for and profit from the 
happy technical accident, but know in advance what one wants 
to say. 

WHAT THE NEW Whitney exhibition makes clear is first, 
the fact that there is exceptional vitality in the field of print- 
making in America today; second, that the art-lover with 
limited means would do well to acquire original prints rather 
than mechanically made painting reproductions; third, that 
quality in prints derives, as in all other art forms, from the 
proper mating of ideas and means. The intensely and precisely 
felt poetic concept, the dramatic narrative telling much in 
little, the specific image whose meaning lies in its physical 
substance, can be at least as effectively expressed in a print 
as in any other medium, and better than in many of the tech- 
niques favored by painters today. The sensuous appeal that lies 
in chance relationships between shapes and colors, the projec- 
tion of emotions strong but still inchoate, seem still to deman 
paint and canvas.

Unpublished Story of Execution by Eyewitness Comes to Light.After 90 Years McCarthy 


John Brown of Osawa- 
tomie, the guerrilla captain 
of Bleeding Kansas and 
leader of the Oct. 16-18 raid 
on Harpers Ferry to free the 
slaves, was hanged on the 
bright balmy morning of 
Dec. 2, 1859. The scene of 
the execution of the old 
abolition raider was at 
Charlestown, then in Vir- 
ginia, but soon to become 
Charlestown, West Virginia, 
through the agency of a war 
which Brown’s Harpers Ferry 
foray hastened. 

‘Few men have filled as 
many pages of American 
history as this farmer-like 
old crusader, and none has 
heen— or is today — more 
controversial. Down to this 
time, opinions as to his char- 
acter vary almost as greatly 
as they did the day he was 
hanged. John Brown, as Ed- 
mund Clarence Stedman said, 
“troubled them more than 
ever when they nailed his 
coffin down.” 

All this is introductory to 
an unpublished story of the 
execution by an eyewitness, 
which, lost for more than 90 
years, has recently been re- 
covered. The author was Da- 


vid Hunter Strother, who is 
better known under his nom 
de plume of Porte Crayon, 
and who was one of the lit- 
erary lights of the middle 
period of the last century. 
Strother’s drawings and re- 
ports of Brown’s raid and 
trial had heen snapped up by 
Harper’s Weekly, but because 
it found his eyewitness cov- 
erage of the hanging too hot 
to handle, his sketches and 
story were rejected. 

The Harpers Ferry raid 
and the Charlestown hang- 
ing were, together, something 
like a lighted match tossed 
into a powder magazine. 
Within 18 months the men 
who hanged John Brown, the 
men who thought him a mar- 
tyr, and the huge number of 
people who paid no more 
attention to the whole busi- 
ness than they had to, were 
making war on each other, 
and a snatch of verse sung 
to the tune of a camp-meet- 
ing hymn became a march- 
ing song for the armies in 
blue that would destroy slav- 
ery forever—a song known 
as “John Brown’s Body.”

ON FRIDAY, DEC. 2, the notorious John Brown was executed 
at Charlestown, Va., according to the sentence of the law. 


It may be a matter of curiosity to the public to know how a 
man, whose late acts have created so much disturbance, deported 


himself in his last hours. 


Although very guarded in his 
conversation on the subject, it 
was quite evident that up to a 
certain date, he indulged in the 
hope of a rescue or possibly a 
pardon. When, however, he as- 
certained that the Court of 
Appeals had confirmed the sen- 
tence, and saw the formidable 
military preparations made to 
insure its execution, there was 
a marked change in his manner. 
He became more thoughtful and 
serious, less dogmatic in the es 


who had treated him with civility 
and consideration and this in- 
cluded all whose official duties 
had brought them in contact with 
him during his confinement. 


He expressed a disinclination 
to receive visitors and sent for 
his wife whom he had heretofore 
refused to see. Their meeting, 
which took place in the afternoon 
of the first of December, is 
represented to have been a most 
business - like affair without 
visible emotion on either side. 


On the morning of Dec. 2, 
Brown sent for an eminent legal 
gentleman of Charlestown to 
write his will, or rather a codicil 
to a former will disposing of 
some property which had been 
overlooked. His manner then 
was cold and stony, his discourse 
altogether of business. After the 
completion of the writing, he 
inquired sharply and particularly 
about a dollar which had been 
mentioned in one of his letters 
but which had not come to hand. 
He was assured that all the 
money inclosed in letters had 
been delivered to him. This he 
insisted was an efror. 

Brown at length informed his 
visitor that’ in consideration of 
the service just rendered in 
writing his will, he might keep 
the dollar. 

This the lawyer politely but 
peremptorily declined, as he in- 


The letter was produced. In 
the body of the writing the in- 
closure of the dollar was named, 
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leafless trees—emblems of pros- 
perity and peace. Hard by was 
the pleasant village with its 
elegant suburban residences and 
bordering the picture east and 
west were the blue mountains 30 
miles apart. In the Blue Ridge 
which lay to the eastward ap- 
peared the deep gap through 
which the Potomac and the 
Shenandoah pour their united 
streams at Harpers Ferry, eight 
miles distant.

PARIS, Oct. 10. 


JOSEPH WELCH, the dis- 
tinguished barrister who helped 
the United States Army win its 
war against the late Senator Mc- 
Carthy, is in Europe on a tour 
to promote the Otto Preminger 
picture “‘Anatomy of a Murder’’ 
in which he plays the part of 
a judge. 

Welch, who will be 69 this 
month, said he believed Otto 
Preminger offered him the tour: 
l—As a reward for good be- 
havior; 2—Because Preminger 
is a generous man; 3—Because 
he had never been to Europe; 
4—‘‘Because Jimmy Stewart and 
Lee Remick weren't available 
for promotion purposes and they 
had to have someone.”’ 

“I decided,” he said, ‘why 
not come? I would never dream 
of coming on my own, and what 
could be better than a pre-paid 
tour of England, Germany, Switz- 
erland, and France?”’ 


As part of the deal, Welch 
has submitted to interviews in 
every country. He found the 
reporters he talked to were still 
far more interested in Senator 
McCarthy than they were in 
“Anatomy of a Murder.” 


“I must say,” he said, “they 
have long memories over here. 
I sense the Europeans, who have 
bitter memories of Hitler, put 
McCarthy in the same class. I 
believe it’s erroneous because 
McCarthy was never Hitler. He 
had no ambitions. He didn’t 
even want to be President. He 
was just having a helluva good 
romp. I get the feeling Euro- 
peans felt America was walking 
down the road Germany took 
and they were pretty worried. 
Inevitably the question comes 
up, ‘Will another McCarthy 
emerge in America?’ 


“My answer is democracies 
are bound to produce, during 
a century, several demagogues 
and we’ve had them — Huey 
Long, McCarthy, Bilbo, and 
even Townsend to a lesser de- 
gree. But we have also had 
immense reservoirs of com- 
mon sense and we always 
seem to recover. I don’t know 
if another McCarthy will come 
along, but I do think if he 
does, the American people will 
be able to handle him.” 


WELCH SAYS he still receives 
mail attacking him for the part 
he played in the McCarthy-Army 
hearings. “I still get quite a few 
hate letters. Khrushchev’s visit 
to the United States inadvert- 
ently produced a batch which 
said in effect that if I hadn’t 
done what I had done, Khrush- 
chev would never have been al- 
lowed to visit America. 


“I must say all letters ad-

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LAOS--Myths, Reality in Primitive Land

SAM NEUA, Laos, Sept. 21 (Delayed). 
THE ROYAL KINGDOM OF LAOS has been brushed so light!:: 
by modern industrial civilization that Westerners visiting the coun- 
try for the first time are likely to suffer briefly from what so- 


ciologists call cultural shock. 


To be sure, the dirty little mud-and-bamboo shops here in 
Sam Neua, with their roofs of corrugated sheet iron or straw 
thatch, have a few dusty packages of aureomycin, an occa- 
sional bottle of good French champagne and a fly-specked mirror 
with a picture of Ava Gardner on the back. 

But in all Laos there is no such thing as a railroad, tele- 
phone system, public water supply, a satisfactory sewage dis- 


posal system, or central station 
electric power, except what is 
cabled across the Mekong river 
from Thailand to the Lao capital 
of Vientiane. Pigs and naked chil- 
dren play in puddles in village 
streets. There are no railroads 
and only a few miles of surface“ 
automobile roads. 

One must get used to sleepin: 
under mosquito netting and t 
burning insect-repellent incense. 
One must learn to take in stride 
also the bright-eyed, four-inch 
lizards that constantly crawl 
about on the walls and ceilings 


and are particularly fond of liv- 
ing behind the mirrors above 
hotel wash basins.

“It is forbidden, finally, for 
married persons to sleep in the 
same bed on the birthday of 
either.”

“When one acts one should 
act with all one’s heart and soul 
and not turn round even if the 
loved one tickles one’s ribs a 
thousand times.”’ 


“To judge an elephant you 
must look at its tail; in the 
case of a girl you must see her 
mother.”’ : 


“When the buffaloes fight it is 
the grass that suffers.” 


“Animals may slip; wise men 
may make mistakes; golden 
swans may be caught in a trap.” 


“When the water level falls, 
the ants eat the fish; when the 
water level rises, the fish eat 
the ants.” 

The childish quality of Laotian 
fables is seen in the story of 
Thoukata, a young ne’er-do-well 
whose father-in-law gave him 
money to start a business. This 
was after the young man had 
spilled a pot of honey given him 
to hold, so the father-in-law had 
no great hopes. 

Thoukata took part of the mon- 
ey to a distant town and offered 
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to buy dung. Everyones thought 
him mad. The people: filled . his 
canoe with dung, and he paid 
them and returned with it to 
his own town. 


Later he carried a load of 
rice to the same town and ex- 
changed it for husks. The peo- 
ple again thought him mad and 
again took advantage of him. 


The father-in-law asked if he 
was making any money, and 
Thoukata answered, “Not yet.” 


On his next voyage he ex- 
changed new cloth for old rags. 
Returning, he told his father-in- 
law to be patient, that things 
would work out all right eventu- 
ally. 

Later, when the people of the 
distant town saw Thoukata’s 
canoe tying up for the fourth 
time, they shouted, “Here is the 
madman again.” 


This time he was offering to 
sell gold in exchange for silver. 
In a few minutes the boat was 
full of silver coins, and the 
townspeople were singing and 
dancing over their newly-ac- 
quired ingots. 

But after the canoe had de- 
parted, the slow-witted people of 
the town saw that what they 
had taken for gold ingots were 
nothing but a mixture of dung, 
husks and rags, covered with a 
thin layer of gold. 


The father-in-law was proud 
of Thoukata, and the young man 
was the rich and happy husband 
of a beautiful wife. 


The legend of the origin of the 
Lao people contains elements of 
the story of Jack-in-the-Bean- 
stalk. 


A creeping pumpkin plant bear- 
ing two huge pumpkins appeared 
in the middle of a pond and 
climbed up a fig tree growing 
on the bank. The creeper spread 
over all the earth and obscured 
the daylight. 


King Khun Borom sent an old 
husband and wife named Phu 
Thao Yo and Me Ngam to Heav- 
en to ask the Lord’s advice.

IT IS MY BELIEF that all 
wives are not alike. The men 
in the gray flannel suits might 
address us as if we were all 
turned out of the same mold, 
but, as far as I have been able

met and known, the only things 
all wives have in common are 
husbands—and a wish, I hope, to 
make them happy and proud of 
us as women. 

The art of courage and dis- 
cretion is a clarion cry for in- 
dividuality, a turning away from 
slavish adherence to every fash- 
ion or beauty trend. Courage and 
discretion go hand, in hand: the 
courage to dare to be yourself, 
the discretion not to overdo; the | 


courage to do something unusual, © 


the discretion to temper it. 

When it comes to clothes, most 
of us think subjectively. I con- 
fess that when I look at a dress, 
I automatically think first, ‘‘How 
will I look in it?’’ But being a 
designer, I then judge it in terms 
of other figures, other propor- 
tions, other complexion and hair 
tones. 

As a wife, you have only your- 
self to consider when it comes to 
fashion. Study your figure and 
coloring. Know what suits, you 
aid what doesn’t. However di- 
vine it might look on the cover 
of a fashion magazine, don’t buy 
it if it isn’t really you. 

Courage and discretion have 
much to do with your powers of 
omission rather than commis- 
sion. It takes an intimate sense 
of balance to pare down an en- 
semble so that the essentials 
show through, instead of obscur- 
ing it with a lot of distracting 
extras. As examples, charm 
bracelets should be worn on one 
wrist, not both; if there are 
fancy buttons, let them be the 
focal point without other adorn- 
ment; don’t obscure a beautiful 
neckline with a distracting neck- 
lace or beads. 

You are what you are—and 
fashion can only mold you. 
Your hair, your face, and -your 
sense of styling offer endless 
opportunity for expression. 
Color, in particular, offers an 
enormous palette. 

If you have a pet color, a cer- 
tain shade of blue, a radiant 
salmon tone, use it—wear it— 
insinuate it into your wardrobe. 
Reach the point where your hus- 
band and friends automatically 
give you presents in that par- 
ticular color; think of it in 
terms of you as a kind of per- 
sonal trademark. 

Trademarks are a good ex- 
ample of courage and discre- 
tion because they express in- 


dividuality yet avoid being 
“outlandish.” 
Trademarks are many and 


varied. The Duchess of Windsor 
never changes her hair style. 
The fashion editor of a national 
magazine wears a fresh rose 
every day. Princess Grace of 
Monaco won't be caught dead 
without her little white gloves; 
Mary Martin has become sy- 
nonomous with the 
cut; Greta Garbo started slouch 
hats 20 years ago, and they still 
carry her stamp; Mamie Eisen- 
hower brought back bangs in 
1952, and they are still with us. 

Every trademark mentioned 
has attracted notice by repeti- 
tion. Doing something once 
doesn’t make it memorable. As 
you can see from the Garbo hat, 
the Grimaldi glaves and the 
rest, a simple accessory can in 
time become your special 
“thing” among your friends and 
family. 

But, may I repeat, avoid the 
outlandish. A two-foot cigarette 
holder or a leopard on a leash

is a bit hard to take even once, 
much less as a permanent ac- 
cessory. Recognition is the chief 
asset of a trademark, but make 
it something natural to you, 
something that is easy to make 
part of you. If you have to 
work at a trademark, it loses its 
naturalness and becomes an af- 
fectation. 

A trademark, as you can see, 
is a means of expressing cour- 
age and discretion—but only if 
you are so inclined. 

You must have the courage 
to try mew fashions and the dis- | 
cretion to reject those that are | 
unsuitable or adapt them to suit 
your image. I have a friend who 
wears nothing but shirt-dresses, 
in every fabric, weight ‘and 
color. Even when the chemise 
came in, she stuck to her guns 
and found a shirt-dress ver- 
sion of it. 

Courage -and discretion will 
help you beat the elements 
when they act up just as you're 
leaving the house. Be adaptable 
enough to dress as originally 
planned, with a layer of pro- 
tection over it, or to change 
into sométhing else that ex- 
presses the same idea and can 
better cope with the weather.

I made my first trip to the U.S.S.R. shortly after the 
Geneva Conference in 1955. Then, as now, efforts 
were being made to defrost the cold war. I revisited 
the Soviet Union in 1957, and again a few weeks ago. 

On these pages are everyday glimpses of life in the 
Soviet Union that may help you to understand better 
the day-to-day headlines. 

Next week PARADE will bring you an on-the-spot 
survey of what the Russian people think about Pre:i- 
dent Eisenhower's forthcoming visit. 


AMERICAN TOURISTS. One of the Moscow guides 
of Intourist, the government tourist agency, com 
mented good-naturedly on the 10,000 Americans vis 
ting the Soviet Union this year. “The American tour- 
ist,” she said, “has so much energy and enthusiasm he 
refuses to take it easy. He has accomplished what no 
foreign army has been able to do up to now. He has 
successfully invaded Moscow.” 


LEGALIZED GAMBLING. A new state lottery (sec 
photos) is proving very popular. Tickets to win a 
house, vacation on the Black Sea, car, refrigerator, 
motor bike, and other lesser prizes cost 3 rubles. But 
the favorite form of legalized gambling is betting on 
the horses. A 10-ruble ticket can win 15 to 200 rubles. 
Moscow's 150-year-old Hippodrome is one of the 
largest of the 30 tracks in the U.S.S.R. It employs 
more than 30 jockeys, who ride the 600 state-owned 
horses. Newspapers regularly criticize the betting at 
the track as “low enterprise, which to be quite frank 
stinks of the bourgeois spirit.” (10 rubles equals $1. ) 


BUYING A CAR. One of the busiest shops in the 
Soviet Union is at the corner of Spartakovsky and 
Bakuninskaya in Moscow. It is the only automobile 
salesroom for the 5 million people in the Soviet capi- 
tal. No cars are on display, only spare parts. Hundreds 
of people queue up daily to pay in advance for a Volga, 
priced at 40,000 rubles, or a Moskvich, at 25,000 
rubles. it ts not unusual 0 walt as long as.two year: 
for a new car.

Small-car design is unin- 
spired. At the end of the current seven-year plan in 
1965, about 200,000 small cars will be riding Rus- 
sian roads. 

A popular model is the Zaporozhets, headed for 
mass production in 1960—an air-cooled, semi-auto- 
matic four-seater with a speed of about 60 m.p.h. 
Another, the Ogonyok, will be specially built to take 
Russia's rough, unsurfaced roads. 


AMERICAN MOVIES. War and Peace, starring 
Audrey Hepburn.and Henry. Fonda, is the first of 10 
U.S. movies to be shown in the Soviet Union as part 
of the exchange program. It is a big hit. A Siberian 
teacher, about 55, told me how much he liked War 
und Peace. The last U.S. films he had seen were old- 
time flickers starring Norma Talmadge, William S. 
Hart, Harold Lloyd, Buster Keaton, Mary Pickford, 
Pola Negri, arid Douglas Fairbanks, Sr.

Driving a dirty car 
is an infraction ...Only newspapers in English on the 
newsstands: London Daily Worker, Moscow News... 
Ivan’s greatest hardship is still overcrowded housing. 
By 1965, if the new housing program continues 
according to plan, there will be an average of two 
persons to-a room instead of the present three. 

Despite Soviet press criticisms, most clothing and 
furniture are poorly designed. With few exceptions, 
Soviet men and women look as if they have been 
dumped into their suits and dresses ...The majority 
of the pevnoyzals (beer halls with stand-up tables 
instead of bars) closed following Khrushchev’s 1958 
order to reduce drunkenness. Hotels and restaurants, 
though, continue to sell alcoholi¢ beverages.” 

The No. 1 domestic propaganda theme is the 7-year 
plan, by which Khrushchev hopes to make a big leap 
toward catching up with the United States in farm 
and industrial production... Perhaps the biggest 
pressure on the Kremlin to thaw out the cold war 
comes from the Soviet people,who yearn fora higher 
standard of living and friendly and peaceful relations 
with the American people . .. The menu of the In- 
tourist restaurants has not changed in 4 years. 

The pilots of the Tupolev jets are highly regarded 
in Soviet society. They earn 5,000 rubles a month. 
For purposes of comparison, an unskilled factory 
worker makes 800 to 900 rybles. 

‘Leoking over machinery on a Siberian collective 
farm, I commented on the modern Caterpillar tractor 
to our Intourist guide. “Oh,” he said, “you call them 
Caterpillars, too.”

MILES AND MILES. My trip to Irkutsk in Siberia 
dramatically underscored for me the vast expanse of 
the Soviet Union. The area of Siberia covers half 
the territory of the U.S.S.R., and is larger than either 
the United States or China. The jet flight from 
Moscow to Irkutsk is 7 hours (with one fuel stop). 
The trip by Trans-Siberian Railway is 44% days.

CREATURE COMFORTS. On my recent visit I no- 
ticed more consumer goods available than in 1957 or 
1955. But many people who live in the provinces 
must go to Moscow or other large cities for vacuum 
cleaners, electric irons, or even such items as a gal- 
vanized pail. I asked many Russians what they wanted 
most. The 1-2-3-4 list: automobile, cottage (dacha) 
in the country, refrigerator, television set.

SOVIET TELEVISION. Approximately 1 million 
television sets were produced in the Soviet Union in 
1958, bringing the total in the country to 4 to 5 mil- 
lion sets. The weakest part is the picture tube. It is ex- 
tremely difficult to get spare parts and servicing for 
TV sets, as well as for cars. Stage shows, .concerts, 
movies, and official news are the chief ingredients of 
Soviet TV. Two children’s classics are a Russian ver- 
sion of Little Red Riding Hood and the story of the 
youngest and bravest goat who saves all the other 
goats. The usual viewing hours during the week are 
from 6:30 p.m. to 11:30 p.m. 


TAXIS AT MIDNIGHT. It is difficult to get a taxi at 
midnight or later in most Soviet cities. Taxi drivers 
usually are polite, and appreciate a tip. Each driver 
must make a quota in fares of 260 rubles a day— 
or be docked. 

The following incident is indicative of the friendly 
feelings the Russians have today for Americans. An 
American couple frantically hailed a cab in Red 
Square after midnight, finally were picked up and 
driven to their hotel. When the husband wanted to 
pay, the. driver refused to accept any money. He was 
a private citizen driving his own car. *

Luckiest 16-year-old in the world

HOLLYWOOD. 
VER SINCE ELVIS PRESLEY wiggled his way to 
stardom, talent agents have been searching for 
a similar gold mine. ; 

Two years ago an enterprising pair of minor-league 
songwriters, Pete De Angelis and Bob Marcucci from 
Philadelphia, decided to operate on this premise: 
“Teenagers control the world of show business.” 

They set out to find an attraction that could arouse 
impressionable teen-age girls to squeal, shriek, swoon, 
and, above all, spend money. 

“We figured,” says De Angelis, “that if we could 
come across a nice, tall, good-looking kid, we could 
build him up into a big-time rock ‘n’ roll singer. Made 
no difference whether the kid could sing or not, be- 
cause in today’s market a singer’s voice has nothing to 
do with success. It’s his looks that count.” 

A few nights later Bob Marcucci drove to visit a 
friend, John Palmieri in South Philadelphia, Outside 
he saw an ambulance rush up. He thought at first that 


| the ambulance had come to take Mrs. Palmieri, an ex- 


pectant mother, to the hospital. Later, he learned that 
Dominic Forte, a policeman neighbor, had suffered a 
heart attack. 

Marcucci jumped out of his car to investigate, soon 
came face to face with Patrolman Forte’s oldest son, a 
bespectacled, wavy-haired boy of 14, named Fabian. 


“My first impression,” Marcucci says, “was that this . 


was the kid Pete and I had been talking about—a 
kid who could be made into another Presley.” 
Their conversation went something like this:

Marcucci asked, “How'd you like to be a singer?” 

Fabian shuddered. “You must be crazy.” 

Marcucci persisted. “You got some of that Ricky 
Nelson quality. You could be a big success. My partner 
and I—we manage Frankie Avalon. We could do the 
same for you.” 

Fabian shook his head. All he was interested in 
was playing football and basketball at South. Phila- 
delphia High School, and holding down his $6-a-week 
job at a neighborhood drugstore. 

Marcucci refused to give up. A few days later he 
called on Fabian again. The youngster went in to his 
mother. “Ma,” he said, “that crazy guy who wants to 
make me a singer is outside bothering me.” 


Calling the Tune 


Mrs. Forte told her son to be polite. “Maybe he can 
do something for you.” 

“But I can’t sing a note, Ma,” wailed Fabian. 

Mrs. Forte. agreed. “After Mr. Marcucci hears you 
sing,” she suggested, “he won't bother you.” 

Marcucci asked Fabian to sing. “The kid was just 
awful,” he recalls. “Couldn’t hold a tune for two bars.” 

Today Fabian—his family name was dropped in 
the build-up process—is the teenagers’ rock ’n’ roll de- 
light. He gets $10,000 for a one-night stand. His re- 
cordings sell by the carload. His TV appearances are 
awaited by millions of swing-happy bobby-soxers. His 


yearly income approximates $350,000. Twentieth — 


Century-Fox is starring him in The Hound Dog Man, 
for which he was paid $35,000. The studio signed 
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‘him to do a picture a year for the next six years. And 


to many he is a wholesome successor to Elvis Presley. 
How come? What magic was employed to change 
this singularly simple, non-musical innocent into one 
of the hottest attractions in show business? 
First, Fabian and his parents signed a contract giv- 
ing De Angelis and Marcucci 30 per cent of Fabian’s 


gross earnings. Then the boy was ushered off to a 


vocal eoach, who heard the boy Sing, quickly gave up 
on him. Fabian’s second teacher was no more 
istic. “This young man,” he announced, “is hopeless. 
The third instructor was halted by Marcucci before he 
could express an opinion. “Don’t tell me the kid can’t 
sing,” ordered Marcucci. “Just keep him in tune.” 
Not quite knowing what it was all about, young 
Fabian took his singing lessons as seriously as he did 
his football. He listened patiently, rarely missed a les- 
son, practiced industriously. Within four months he 
cut his first record for Chancellor Records, a small 
company owned by his managers. It was a horror, 
even though engineers employed every gimmick in the 
book to mask his voice and soup up the background. 


“Fabian Is Coming” 
~“Razor-sharp Marcucci, 29, then began escorting his 


| new charge around to the all-important disc jockeys. 


A naturally pleasant and well-mannered boy, Fabian 
did “everything he was told. He posed for pictures, 
gave interviews, signed autographs. Soon advertise- 
ments appeared in newspapers throughout the East: 
FABIAN IS COMING. FABIAN IS COMING. 

People asked, “Who is Fabian?” Next time the boy 
cut a record, disc jockeys were eager to introduce it, 
no matter how it sounded. 

Soon Fabian was making personal appearances. 
The advertisements continued: FABIAN IS HERE. 
FABIAN IS HERE. These advertisements by Mar- 
cucci constituted a stroke of superb showmanship. 

Girls who watched the gray-eyed, six-foot, broad- 
shouldered youngster found him cute. They shrieked 
and stomped with pleasure, told friends about him, 
pronounced him a “real cool cat.” 

When Fabian cut a record titled I’m a Man, teen- 
agers who knew of him bought it. By the time his fifth 
record, Turn Me Loose, was released, “Fabe” had be- 
come a staple in the juke-box diet, not because anyone 
understood what he was singing—most of the lyrics 
in his recordings are unintelligible—but because he'd 
been termed a “sexy doll” by the teen-age crowd. 

' As a result of Turn Me Loose, which sold 750,000 


copies, Fabian was booked for TV last year by Perry 


Cemo, Ed Sullivan, and Dick Clark. Overnight bobby- 
soxers turned him into their new singing idol, giving 
proof to his discoverers’ contention that what counts 
are a pop singer’s looks and personality— not his voice. 

- Two months ago, when Fabian came here to star in 
The Hound Dog Man, teenagers were urged by disc 
jockeys to meet his plane and create a publicizeable 
riot. They outdid themselves by smashing an airport 
limousine. A speck of glass flew into Fabian’s eye. 
Fans overturned the car. The story made newspaper 
headlines, and Fabian was launched on the Hollyood 
phase of his career. 


In filmland his behavior was beyond reproach. He 


reported’on the set each day at 8 a.m., was back in his 
hotel room at the Bel Air Sands by 7 p.m., a model of 
decorum, obedience, and politeness. He lived with 
‘ overseer Bob Marcucci, ate endlessly, studied his lines, 


rehearsed his songs with new vocal coach Carlo — 


Menotti (no relation to the opera composer), re- 


frained from dating girls. 
When asked to account for his meteoric success, he

not sophisticated and they're not juvenile delinquents. 
They're just like me, average, ordinary. And maybe 
that's why they go for me. I know I can’t sing, but I'm 
studying real hard. And maybe one day I'll make it. 
I'd like to be a movie star because acting is a lasting 
profession. A guy who sings—well, he just goes in and 
out with the tide— he’s hot only for a few years.” 
In The Hound Dog Man (he plays a 16-year-old 
singing farmboy) Fabian demonstrates a natural act- 
ing talent.

WHERE ARE WE NOW? 


by SID ROSS and ED KIESTER 


In the lives of U.S. married couples, each age—20, 
30, 40, 50, 60, 70—has its own set of problems and 
dreams. This article, dealing with a husband and wife; 
both newly turned 40, is the third in-a unique series 
of articles showing how American couples size up each 
stage of life as they progress from marriage to retire- 
ment. In their lives you may see reflected your own 
past, present, or future. —THE EDITORS. 


DENVER, COLO. 
F ALL THE PROBLEMS facing Ralph and Alice 
O Ginn, probably none nags them quite so much 
as the mere physical fact of being 40 years old. 

“I always said that by the time I hit 40, I'd know 
where I was and where I was going,” Ralph says. “But 
it seems to have crept up on me.I think I've gotten 
somewhere: I like my job, and I think my company 
likes me. I have a nice family. But what can I tell for 
sure about tomorrow? It’s much too soon to know.” 

Typically among American married couples, age 


40 seems to be a tithe for inventory. A couple has seen 
enough years, made enough progress, and half-raised 
enough children to tot up some small successes, list - 
some small failures, and try to figure out where they 


stand and where they're heading. 


They ask themselves: Am I in the right job? Did I 
make a wrong move when I was 35? Is it too late to 
backtrack? Why have some of my friends done so 
much better? Have we been firm enough with the 
children? Should we have had more children? What 
could we have done differently? Is this really where 
we want to be, what we want to do, the way we want 
to live? 

And sometimes: Have we been going in circles? 

Like the Ginns, most couples wind up not quite 
sure of the answers. But, fascinated, they sift the 
record again and again in search of a signpost. 

As a-group, today's two-million-plus 40-year-old 
couples have quite a record. Born in the aftermath of 
World War I, they toddled through the Roaring 20s, 
reached their teens in the Great Depression, bore the 
brunt of World War II, and clawed through the 
scramble of readjustment after the war's end. 

By now, however, 40-year-olds are the best-paid age 
group in the U.S. The median income is $5,137 a 
year. For the college-trained, like Ralph Ginn, it is 
considerably higher. — 

Ralph earns $8,964 a year as supervisor of benefits 


for the Denver area operations of Shell Oil Co. Alice,— 


like 13 million other wives, works too. She earns 
$3,900 a year as a secretary at Tex6ta Oil Co., giving . 


: the Ginns a two-job income of $12,864 a year. 


Top Problem: Money 


To Americans earning a good deal less, it may be 
surprising that one of the Ginns’ foremost problems is 
money. Yet when Ralph and Alice Ginn assess their 
situation, money is where they begin. After money, 
not necessarily in descending order of importance, 
come such problems as how to bring up 16-year-old 
Sherry and 13-year-old Denise, how (and whether) 
to keep up with the Joneses, how to run a household 


- , when both parents work, how to guarantee the girls’ 


education, how many years Alice should work, how far 
Ralph might go in his job, and Tow to get up ie the 
morning. 

You start the story of Ralph and Alice Ginis with 
their house. Like more than half of America’s families, 
the Ginns own their home: a six-room, one-and-a-half- 
bath, square-set brick in Denver's Park Hill section, 
which they bought last February 1. 

Thé house is their $23,350 symbol of how far 
they've come in 17 years of marriage. “A lot of our

“Maybe we've gone in over our heads,” he adds in 
moments of doubt about the house. “Now the missus 
has to keep working, and still we live on a shoestring.” 
As every homeowner knows, housing costs do not end 
with a $154-a-month mortgage payment. 

Out of their combined net income of $831 a month, 
the Ginns spend an average of $10 for furnishings

and $20 for maintenance. Then there are installment 
payments: $22 for a loam om a washer-dryer and a 
hi-fi set; $61 for carpeting and a refrigerator; $15 for 
paint and wallpaper; $5.50 on a power mower; $9 for 
a new mattress; $9 on a bedroom set. And they must 
meet 2 $59 payment on the 1959 Chevrolet. 

“We have a weakness for buying on time when we 
really ought to wait,” Ralph says. Probably many 
‘Americans could echo him. Between installments and 
such regular expenses as $125 a month for food and 
an average $40 for the girls’ clothing, $800 of the 
Ginns’ $831 is committed before the checks come in. 
Out of the balance the Ginns must find a way to meet 
such items as Denny's ski club membership, which last 
winter cost $35 plus $6 a week tow fees. Sometimes 
Ralph wonders if he really is better off than when he 
earned $160 a month back in 1946. 

On the credit side of the Ginns’ balance sheet is a 
warm, closely knit family. The girls Ralph remembers 
as “little red bundles with dark eyes” have grown into 
pretty, leggy teenagets. “We bend dver backwards to 
give our kids the best we can,” Ralph says. “I swear 
that even if I have to sell the house, both my girls will 
get 4 college education.” One reason, he says frankly, 
is the hope Sherry and Denny will meet and marry 
“young fellows with potential.” 


The Ginns do everything as a family: fish, swim, ~- 


play golf, visit museums and art shows. “I know a lot 
' of kids,” says bubbly Sherry, “who think their parents 
are squares. Not mine! They're the most un-square 
adults I know.” Often the whole family will sit around 
for hours thoroughly hashing out Sherry’s dating ques- 
tions. In return, both Mother and Daddy receive a full | 
report on each date. “When @ boy kisses me good- 
night,” Sherry says, “I always tell both my parents.” 


But to some extent, Ralph is shut out by the rules 
of “woman talk.” Though he loves his daughters, one 
of his big regrets is that he never had ason. - 

Both Ralph and Alice place high priority on family 
life— possibly because both came from broken homes. 
Ralph's parents were divorced when he was 2. He and 
a brother were raised in the Byers Home for Boys. 
Alice’s family, hard hit by the depression, moved 
around a lot in search of work; her parents separated 
when she was in her teens. Ralph and Alice met when 
both of them were working their way through Denver 
University. 

They were married in July 1942, while Ralph, who 
enlisted a month after Pearl Harbor, was in advanced 
flight school. With the war's end, the scramble began. 
Ralph went back to work at the Rocky Mountain Motor 
Club, where he had worked before the war. For a 
time they lived in the unheated basement of a Metho- 
dist parsonage. Ralph’s income climbed gradually, but 
outgo climbed faster. Meanwhile he watched some of 
his friends skyrocket financially. 


The Whirl of “Keeping Up” 


“Some people we know are in the $25,000-a-year 
class now,” Ralph says. “We don’t see much of them 
any more. We just can’t keep up.” Ralph Ginn is still 
uncertain as to what they should pay to keep up. When 
he first joined Shell in 1954, the Ginns found them- 
selves plunged into a busy—and expensive—whirl of 
parties and social dances. After a few months, they 
had to scale down firmly. 

Sometimes Ralph wonders if the extra income from 
Alice's job is used just so they can keep up. But Alice 
truly enjoys working. “I feel‘:much more alive, much 
more in touch with things,” she says. “As a house-

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OUR OLD FOLKS 


Lets stop treating them like children

The scene was @ “day center” in a large 
Midwestern city Gm a@ recent weekday 
morning. Most of the 35 present were 
seated at,card tables, listlessly searching 


for numbers. on their bingo cards. At a 


desk in the corner, the young woman in 
charge was on the telephene, completing 
arrangements for a picnic that’ afternoon, 
perhaps with a stop at the zoo. 

Was this a summer nursery school for 
children? Hardly. The players ranged in 
age from 62 to 80. They were physically 
able, intelligent men and women. Yet the 
“fun-and-games” approach was the. best 
many of them, eager for companionship 
and stimulation, could find. — " 

This scene is duplicated far too’ often. 
Let me emphasize quickly that there are 
many excellent programs for “oldsters” 
that capitalize on their intelligence and 
abilities; happily, the number is increas- 
ing. Even those that adopt the “nursery- 
school” approach mean well, and it can be 
argued that, for our 15 million hard- 
pressed oldsters, it is better than nothing. 

But all tee many of us insist on treating 
our 65-year-olds as though they were 
o-year-olds. The attitude is not confined to 
day centers. And just as babying keeps the 
young child from gaining his independ- 
ence, it causes “oldsters” to lose theirs. 

In Boston on Tuesday, the Senate Sub- 
committee ‘on Problems of the Agéd and 
Aging, of which I am chairman, will hold 
hearings on how older people are treated. 
At similar hearings all, summer, we have 
heard testimony on the same subject. 

We were told that, in many shattering 
ways, we actually punish our parents. All 
too often, for instance, we insist upon 
chauffeuring the old folks around for their 
social visits, checkups, movie-going. In a 
surprisingly short time, the oldster gets 
the idea that, like a child, he isn't up to 
traveling on his-own steam. 

And how many of us include older par- 
ents, relatives, and associates.in social ac- 
tivities? How many make it clear, in subtle 
ways, that when friends visit, the grand- 
parent “living” in the same house should 
retire to*his room? “Old folks should 
neither be seen’ nor heard” seems to be 
the maxim. 

Financial dependency is another form 
of punishment. Many senior Americans 
have.to get along on small “weekly allow- 
a — less than is given the chil- 

ren in the family for pocket money. 

Even our national policy tends to reflect 
this attitude. The average Social Security 
— So Viasat one- 


fourth of the average take-home pay. As 


if the living expenses of a person who 
stops working were reduced 75 per cent! 
To be effective, a program for oldsters 


must be as meaningful as is a regular job 


for a man or raising a family for a woman. 
Games, picnics, “keep-busy” activities of 
the kindergarten kind simply will not 
work on a full-time basis. 

One young woman told our committee 
that her mother-in-law had little enthusi- 
asm for a Golden Age club at which bingo 
was the mainstay of the program. Then a 


_community drama group requested women 


to sew costumes. It was a labor of love— 
what. they were doing was important. 
“Never do I recall seeing her so happy,” 
the daughter-in-law related. 


Angry Old Men 


Another correspondent indignantly re- 
ported that a group of older people in a 
day center asked to formi a council to help 
in planning the Center's activities. The 
leader; a woman in her 30s, didn’t ex- 
actly cotton to the idea. She felt that her 
charges didn’t really know what was best. 
“After all,” she said, “I was trained to plan 
activities for such groups.” 

Behind our “treat-’em-like-children” at 
titude are two factors. Psychiatrists told 


our subcommittee that many of us get an- 


unconscious satisfaction out of showing 
parents that now they must lean on us. 
And, additionally, in our society people 
are stripped of their adult status when 


they no longer work for a living, A retired 


corporation president has less status in his 
home community than a busy junior exec-

Unlike babies and children, people over 
65 already have enjoyed the équality and 
dignity of adult status. They can tell the 
difference between that status and the “re- 
verse paternalism” that we try to impose 
on them. And they are beginning to re- 
sent the treatment they're getting. 

What can be done to restore the rights 


of adulthood to our elders? Here are a
